MEETS HUNTINGTON 
In 1893 Kruttechnitt fret met 
Collie F. Huntington. president of 
the Southern Pacific. who at that 
time had just acquired contro! 
of the Morgan line. Huntington

MEXICO TABOOS 


Revived Statute

GUADALAJARA (Mex.) June 15. 

Virtually all of the American and 

other foreign professional men and 


unable to come up to the require- 
ments of the law which provides 
that all such rsons shall either 
have graduated from the National 
University of Mexico or success- 
fully passed an examination con- 
ducted under the direction of that 
institution in order to be eligible 
to continue to practice their pro- 
fession in this country. 

Although the law was enacted a 
few years ago, it was not until 
about three months ago that a cir- 
cular was issued and due publica- 
tion made by the government call- 
ing attention to the act and an- 
pouncing that ninety days from the 
date would be given for foreign 
professional men and women to 
comply with its provisions. 

The fact that practically all of 
the mining and oi! engineers in 
Mexico are Americans caused a 
storm of protests to de raised 
against the enforcement of the law 
to these men. The government re- 
fused to make any exceptions, and 
many of the engineers have taken 
the examination only to find that 
they failed to pass. This was true 
also of American and other foreign 
physicians, pharmacists, lawyers 
and persons belonging to other pro- 
fessions. 

So far as known not a single per- 
son who took the examination was 
able to answer the questions laid 
down by the committees which has 
charge of this test. It is asserted 
by those who met with failure that 
even wh@ they had successfully 
come through the first examination 
they were required to submit to a 
second test, it being evident that 
the committee was determined that 
they should not pass. 

Under the new law not even John 
Hays Hammond or any other noted 
foreign mining engineer could be 
employed by an American mining 
company to report on a property 
in Mexico without first having sub- 
mitted to and passed an examina- 
tion at the National University.

at the same time enjoying the 
benefits of the large organization. 


DIPIOMAS GIVEN TO 189 

Prof. Munro talked on a sub- 
ject which has been a leading top- 
ic at Pomona for several months 
and which has progressed so far 
that it has been indorsed by the 
trustees, faculty and alumni. 

There were 189 candidates for 
degrees who were presented with 
diplomas at ceremonies in the open- 
air theater on the college campus. 
An honorary degree of doctor of 
fawe and letters were presented to 
Mrs. Susan B. Dorsey, superin- 
tendent of the Los Angeles school 
system, and a degree of doctor of 
divinity to Rev. Daniel F. Fox, 
pastor of the First Congregational 
Church of Pasadena. 

In presenting the honorary de- 
gree to Mrs. President 
James A. Blaisdell said: 

“Mrs. Dorsey, student, teacher,

Market Unchanged in Spite 
of Volume of Buying 


Curtailment - of - Production 
Policy in Full Force 
Trouble With Situation is 
Psychological One 


BY CHARLES F. WILLIS,

In spite of a considerable vol- 
ume of buying, both dumestic and 
foreign, copper prices remain un- 
changed and quiet, hanging on to 
the 13%-cent mark, as it has been 


for many weeks The cur- 
tallment-of-production policy is 
now in full force and effect. 

Primary copper production of 
American mines in April amounted 
to 70,432 tons. As compared with 
March output this is a falling off 
of 2469 tons. Of April production 
the porphyries were responsibie 
for 26.862 tons; lake mines, 6827 
tons; vein mines, 35,317 tons, while 
custom ores made up 2956 tons. 
While output of copper by Ameri- 
can mines in the first four months 
of 1926 amounted to 288,562 tons, 
or at t annual rate of 865,686 
tons, it not indicated that this 
record-breaking pace will de 
maintained, inasmuch as a definite 
policy of cartailment has already 
been put in effect by large Ameri- 
can producers, including Anacon- 
da, lumet aud Arizona and New 
Cornelia. — 

Probably the greatest trouble 
with the copper situation is a psy- 
chological one. Without regard to 
the facts of the situation, the gen- 

feeling of the public is that 
the copper industry is down to the 
utter depths of depression, while 
nothing is farther from Ae truth. 
One eminent authority onthe cop- 
per situation states that we should 
“point with pride” to the copper 
situation than “view with 
alarm.” 

SITUATION SUMMED UP 

This authority sums up the sit- 
vation tersely: 

“Btatements continue to appear 
in the pr indicating that the 
copper industry is in the las 
stages of depression; one would 
gather that practically all Ameri- 
can producers will soon ve bank- 
rupt with present prices and rate 
of production; that the market is 
being flooded with supplies that it 
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cannot absorb. and that all the 
low-cost copper comes from South 
American and African mines. In 


South America, one journal of mis- 


information states, the copper is 
market, and the peon labor em- 


States should not be 
compete. Even the usually well- 
informed Boston News Bureau re- 
cently went a little wild in an edi- 
torial entitled ‘Economic Suicide.’ 
Such mining companies as are 
paying dividends can almost be 
counted on the fingers of one 
hand,’ says the editor; as a matter 
of fact, eighteen American copper 
mining companies are paying 
dividends. 

“Also we read in the article just 
cited: ‘Practically all of the larg- 
est producers of copper are strain- 
ing every nerve to push on to the 
market, at home and abroad, every 
pound of copper that can 
gouged from the bowels of the 
earth, and selling it at any old 
price that can be secured.’ More 
calmly stated. the facts are that 
some companies have gradually 
raised prouwuction near to plant 
capacity in order to help meet a 
record world demand for copper 
and to cut overnead costs; many 
others are operuting down to about 
three-quarters capacity, feeling 
that the slightly lower price that 
would result from a great supply 
of copper would offset the light 
reduction in cost of production if 
the plant were run to capacity. 
‘Gouging the bowels of the earth’ 
and ‘straining every nerve’ are 
statements catering to a public 
that loves sensations and has 
learned to speak of physiology isa 
plain terms. . 


OVERPRODUCTION 


“Overprvduction is another com- 
mon cause of complaint, and one 
would infer the stocks of refined 
copper are piling up so fast that 
they must be sacrificed for what 
they will bring. As a matter of 
fact, the latest available data, giv- 
ing the figures for January 1. 
show stocks to be less than they 
were a year before:

“Another fallacious argument, 
to our way of thinking, is that the 
copper resources of the world are 
being gutted, so what wil! our 
successors do for this valuable 
metal? It seems to us that cop- 
per is serving the world better by 
being put into use as fast as pos- 
sible, instead of lying in the 
ground. The metal is not de- 
stroyed, except in insignificant 
proportion. It is being used, but 
not used up. a  distinetion well 
worth observing; as a metal in dis-

Only Cessation of State’s Development Will Halt 
Flow; Bus Companies New Source 3 


BY EARLE 


E. CROWE 


Investment bankers inclined to take a gloomy view of the trend 
in new financing are assured by the California Rallroad Commission 
that fears of this kind are unfounded as far as this State is concerned. 
W. C. Fankhauser, the commission's expert in charge of the department 
of finance and accounts, recently told a group of Southern California 
bond dealers that the capital requirements of the public utilities alone 
will call for the continuous issuance of stock and bonds to provide for 


additions and betterments. 

This process, he explained, is only 
limited by the increase of popula- 
tion and the development of the 
State. When the resources are 
fully exploited and the influx of 
population dwindles to an irregu- 
lar flow of tourists, then, as the 
commission's expert expressed it, 
investment dealers may have reas- 
on to worry. 


UTILITIES IN MARKET 

But that point is not within the 
purview of most students of the 
investment trend. They only have 
to look to San Francisco where 
the power and light authorities 
from all parts of the United States 
are mecting in convention to know 
something of the tremendou 
amount of securities the utiliti 
have sold and are selling. 

Statistics produced by the re- 
search experts attending this con- 
vention show that more than 
7,000,000 shares have been distrib- 
uted by the electric light and power 
companies since 1914, and all 
through the medium of customer- 
ownership. Of course the invest: 
ment dealers are not particularly 
joyful over the customer-ownership 
idea, but they do benefit in some 
measure. These sales are evidence 
of the need of the utilities for new 
capital, and a certain proportion 
always is obtained through the flo- 
tation of bonds. 

Sales in 1924 by 208 companies 
using the customer - ownership 
method totaled 2.191.806 shares of 
preferred and 286.359 shares of 
common stock. The value of stock, 
bonds, notes and debentures dis- 
tributed amounted to $254016.560. 

Perhaps a satisfactory measure 
of public utility progress is ob- 
tained from the increasing number 
of companies resorting to the di- 
rect method of gale. In 1914, seven 
new companies joined the custom- 
er-ownership ranks, and each 
year thereafter more were added, 
the peak having been reached with 
forty-nine in 1922. Last year 
twenty-three new companies ac- 
complished their financing in this 
manner. 

CLIENTS TRAINED 

There is. however, a measure of 
satisfaction for the investment 
dealers in this remarkable perform- 
ance. More than 800,000 new 


‘shipped on the backs of llamas to! stock holders have been acquired 
bby the utility companies since 1914, 


and each is a potential customer 
for the investment dealer. Having 
once become investors, the bond 


to salesman finds these people much 


easier to convert into regular 


clients. 


As the program of the light and 
power companies indicate, the ur- 
gent necessity for greatly enlarged 
investments are significant of a 
steady supply of new securities, not 
only from these companies, but 
from others which Inevitably will 
grow and expand in refiection of 
the public utility growth. Wealth 
created in one industry will not 
remain entirely within those con- 
fines, but will necessarily overfiow 
into others and stimulate still fur- 
ther the demand for capital. 

In illustration of the demand 
arising from general economic 
growth, Mr. Fankhauser mentioned 
in his address here the progress of 
the motor stage and truck com- 
panies in California. He prophe- 
sied that the time is not far dis- 
tant when investment bankers will 
be dealing iu the securities of these 
companies on a large scale. 


BUS FINANCING NEXT 


Possibly through this channel 
alone, the suppty of new securities 
in thia State will reach comfortable 
proportions. 80 far, dhe stage 
compentes, although having made 
stable progress, are operated by 
private capital, with the exception 
of one which has sold securities to 
the public. The Railroad Commis- 
sion’s expert stated thet already 
this business represents an invest- 
ment of more tnan $18,000,000, 
Over 29,000,000 passengers were 
carried in 1923 and 833,000 tons 
of freight. The gross revenue from 
these operations was more than 
$17,500,000. 

Through the successful develop- 
ment of long distance transporta- 
tlon, as demonstrated particularly 
here on the Pacific Coast, the util- 
ity of the motor bus in the gen- 
eral economic scheme is now wide- 
ly recognized. As feeders to the 
railroads, the bus systems could 
well remain within the class of 
small privately-owned companies, 
but now the scope of operations 
apparently justifies the entrance of 
public capital. 

In the interests of better trans- 
portation, it is possible that whole- 
sale consolidations of the short- 
haul independents and the long 
distance carriers will de an event 
of the future. As in the instance 
of the railroad mergers, these op- 
erations usually require public fi- 
nancing which ought to attract 
many of the investment bankers. 

It is safe to assert that as ‘ong 
as investors are willing to buy se- 
curities, the supply will materialize 
in some form or other. The rise 
of the motor s e companies and 
the huge program of the light and 
power interests are only two Ilius- 
trations of the means by which de- 
mand will be met.

The address of Secretary Wilbur be 
fore the graduates of Duke University at 
Durham, N. C., on June 10 is part and par- 
cel of the man. Few men in public life con- 
tinue to exercise the same deep interest in 
the religious welfare of the rising genera- 
tion that they may have shown prior to be- 
coming burdened with public cares. Judge 
Wilbur maintained his interest in that di- 
rection throughout all his years on the Su 
perior and Supreme Court bench in Califor- 
nia.

Robert D. Sangster, manager of 
the industrial department of the 
local chamber, said the buying 
power per capita of the Pacific 
Southwest is greater than any oth- 
er section of the United States.
